REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Cosentino et al and 
Lloyd et al each disclose a physiologic testing system at a user's home and transmitting data to 
be analyzed at another location. Shea discloses the use of a computing device with a 
physiological sensor for multiple users in a high traffic area. Lastly, Echerer discloses the use of 
a medical kiosk with physiological devices in a videoconferencing environment. However no 
prior art by itself or in combination discloses a kiosk having a physiological measuring device, a 
health services and information system, and a controller with control logic to perform, process 
and store measurements acquired from a user.
